This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

1 . A composition comprising a cyclodextrin and a surfactant (Claims 1-44). 

2. A process for manufacturing a composition suitable for capturing unwanted molecules 
(claims 45-47). 

3. A method of removing unwanted molecules and a method of cleaning (Claims 49-52). 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 

prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Further, if applicants choose to elect the Composition claims, they are further required to 
elect a single species of buffering agent from the various buffering agents recited in claim 39.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
